tonight. The spontaneous combustion of 
dust in the grain elevator owned by 
Paddock, Hodge & Co., nt 9 o'clock, 
caused this terrific destruction, of Uf« 
and none of those who were taken out 
after the fire started were far enough 
from death's door to tell any details of 
the affair. 


William J. Parks, the superintendent, 


after being blown through the window 
of the lower story, was conscious for 
a moment and said that about 8.34 
a terrible explosion occured on tin 
south side of the elevator and that h» 
knew there were about twenty, men at 
work on the seven floors of the build; 
ins. 
Besides those regularly em« 


ployed at the elevator the three chil- 
dren of superintendent Parks were vis- 
iting him at the time. 
One of thes« 


may recover, but Grace, a 17-year-old 
girl, is burned almost beyond recogni- 
tion and Harold, the third child, has 
not been found. 


AH over Toledo houses were shaken 


"by the explosion as if by an earthquake 
and windows -we're shattered for block* 
around. 
Very soon, afterward flame* 


Tjurst from all sides of the elevator. It 
Was but a few minutes till the fire de- 
partment began the work of rescue, 
which was rendered 
difficult by the 


heat of the flre. The river cut off es- 
cape on one side and there the flames 
-seemed to be less fierce. 


The families of a dozen men who were 


known to be at work within rushed to 
the scene, and women callinr for thei; 
imprisoned husbands, 
brothers, and 


fathers,' made—tbe-scene-indescrlbabl^ 


It was learned that a force of twenty 


men had bren In "the building, their 
purpose being to load 80,000 bushels of 
•grain during the night. 
No one In the 


entire number could be. seen In any, 
part of the building and it was impossi- 
ble to reach them in any way. William 
Parks was found first. He was twenty 
feet from 
the 
building, 
frightfully 


burned and his clothing almost torn 
off. 


He had been hurled from the fifth floor 


of the building and was found bleeding 
and burned with many bones broken. 
He 'did not long survive. 
Fireman 


David Kemp and Charles Kelfer, the 
engineer were found at their places in 
the engine room. They were wounded 
by falling timbers and their faces were 
•charred to a crisp by the flames. 


The little daughter of William Parks 


was sitting at the desk in the office a) 
the time of the explosion and was hurled 
•out of the door. 
She walked down the 


•elevation on which the building stand* 
.and dropped down, to be carried away 
unconscious,: suffering flrom wound* ' 
from which she cannot recover.

PARIS, Sept. 21.— The papers here 


say the minister of war, General Cba- 
no ne, hag examined the documents In 
the Dreyfus case and has ordered the 
prosecution of former Colonel Piequart 
on the charge of forgery and using 
forged documents. 


During tha investigation today Col- 


onel Plcquart made a statement which 
ins caused a sensation. 
He said: 


"This is, perhaps, the last time I 


shall speak In public, for I shall sleep 
perhaps In the military prison of 
Cherche Midi. 
Therefore, I wish to 


declare that If I flnd there the strang- 
ing cord of Le Herder Plcard, or the 
rasor of Colonel Henry, it will b* mur- 
der, for X have no Idea, of committing 
suicide." 


The audience was Intensely moved 


and shouted "Vive Plcquart." 


The Judge, however, after a short de- 


liberation decided to indefinitely ad- 
journ the case and Colonel Plcquart 
was led away between policemen. 


Le Herder Picard. the man referred 


to by Colonel PicQuart, was a detec- 
tive, understood to hare been employed 
in the Dreyfus affair, who waa found 
hanged In his lodgings about a year 
ago under circumstances which cast 
a doubt upon the theory put forward 
that he had committed suicide.

Cuba. 


The Autonomous Govern- 


ment Bobs Up. 


Must be Settled With Before 


Evacuation Begins— An Ulti- 


matum Probable. 


WASHINGTON. Sept. 22 Official dis- 


patches received by one of the em- 
bassies here from Havana confirm the 
reports that the colonla.1 government 
of the Island Is taking a hand In shap- 
ing1 the terms on which the evacuation 
shall be executed. 
This, it is believed 


here, may develop some new phases In 
the situation in Cuba. 


The colonial government was estab- 


lished by Spain shortly before the war 
jroke out, there being a cabinet of five 
officers at Havana, and a legislative 
body with two houses. It carried out 
n a measure the long pending plan of 
giving Cuba home rule by means of au- 
.onomous government, but while In 
name autonomous, It was contended by 
Jie insurgent element that 
genuine 


home rule was lacking and that this 
colonial regime was a continuance of 
Spanish domination. It appears, how- 
ever, that these colonial authorities are 
akine a very active part in the pres- 
ent negotiations and that there is more 
or less co-operation between them and 
he Spanish government. 
This cre- 


ates a condition in which the United 
States must deal not only with Spain, 
but those who claim to represent the 
island itself, free from Spanish control. 


The colonial or autonomist admmis- 
ratlon is very thoroughly organized 
and can exert much influence. 
It es- 


abliflhed a legation in Washington 
prior to the war with Spain, with prom- 
nent public men of Havana on the 
taff. 
It 
represents much of the 


wealth of Cuba anct claims to stand for 
he educated classes as against the in- 
urgents and Illiterates. 
It now seemes clear from the official 


as well as from the press reports from 
lavana and Madrid that the autono- 
mist element Is taking up the claim 
first advanced by Spain that many in- 
idental. questions as to Cuba must be 
ettled before the evacuation begins. 
But the"- view among government of- 
ficials here is that the Cuban autono- 
mists, as well as the Spaniards, have no 
questions to advance or settle before 
vacuatlon Is determined upon. 
The 


time and place cf evacuation Is looked 
upon by the authorities here as the 
nly point Involved and there Is lik«ly 
o be a rude awakening If the pro- 
panlah element, either as autonomists 
or as native Spaniards, Insists upon 
j ringing In the determination of the 
cabinet of the Cuban debt, future forms 
f government, rates of tariff for Spain 
and many other subjects, as a prelimi- 
nary to evacuation. 


The American commissioners, ac- 
ordlng to the understanding here, will 
nslst on a strict adherence to the pro- 
ocol for an evacuation of the island, 
and, If nted be, will submit an ultlmB- 
um against the subsidiary questions of 
Cuba's future. 


While the Cuban colonial government 
s thus combining with the Spanish 
government in bringing forward these 
ncidental Questions, yet the opinion 
was expressed today by a high diplo- 
matic officer, based on recent advices 
rom Havana, that a serious issue 
would be averted and that the actual 
vacuatlon of tht Spanish troop* from 
Cuba would begin within the next 
month. 


But It appears that the evacuation 


will cover a much longer tlm« than hu 
been anticipated. 
There are somi 


00,000 Spanish troops In the island. 
Allowing 1000 men on a transport and a 
vessel leaving every day, It would take 
00 days, or over thre* months, for the

The public action of a newspaper is 


of more importance and ought to have 
more infuence than the private action 
of the man who owns or edits 
"Wherever public position carries with 
It a sobering sense of 
responsibility 


this is always the case. 
Two years 


ago, for instance, when nearly even 
prominent Dfimocratic newspaper si 
ported the Republican ticket, the fi 
was rightly taken as indicating a great 
public movement, as the result showetj 
it did. 


This year, in California, on the other 


-hand, the partial bolt of the, Lios An- 


geles Times and the Sacramento Bee, 
and the unseemly squabbles of 
the 


Chronicle and-Call, have attracted only 
such attention as any controversy be- 
tween prominent men would 
arouse. 


The course of the Times represents the 
personal grudges and that of the Bee 
the personal vagaries of the respectivi 
editors, "while the quarrel between the 
Chronicle and the Call indicates noth 
ing more than the entirely unimportant 
fact that Mr. Spreckels and Mr. De 
Young do not like each other.

The 
newspaper is rapidly taking the place 
of the political speaker, as the maga- 
zine ha* taken the place of the lecturer 
When newspapers become the mere 
mouthpieces of individual enmities or 
hobbies, they lose their position of pub- 
lic influence and fail in one of their 
most important purposes. 
"Yellow" 


journalism is being modified by .the fact 
that the people will not .lone support 
a sheet in, whose news they have no con- 
fidence. Let us hope that personal 
journalism will go the same way, and 
that newspapers-will learn to be respon- 
sible in their views u well as Accurate 
In their news, if for no better reason 
than that it pays.

The difficulties of Amer- 
ican ru!e arc recognized by everyone, 
and the desire hfis frequently been ex- 
pressed to avoid them if possihle.but 
way of evading the responsibility has 
yet been suggested which is not at once 
declared impassible by those familiar 
with the conditions. 


In fact, so settled bus the situation 


become that further discussion reminds 
one of a French election "programme, 
in which the main question is not what 
policies under the existing s-jvernment 
are best, but what sort of a constitu- 
tion and government France ought to 
have. Except those politicians and po- 
litical papers, who are holding back for 
fear of declaring a principle which par- 
ty loyalty may force them to retract, 
the whole people of America, and of th« 
world, for that matter, has come to 
recognize that annexation is inevitable. 
It is time, then, to close the threadbare 
discussion and open the fresher Ques- 
liun of die form and extent of annex- 
ation and the manner of a/liniuistra- 
fipc 


SINGLE TAX 
DEFENDERS. 


The constant bombardment of 
the 


Republican press on the single tax doc- 
trine Is beginning to smoke out its de- 
fenders. 
The result, however, shows 


that many of these defenders do not 


' -understand their own doctrine. 
Ma- 


guire, for instance, in answer to the al- 
leged assertion that the single tax 
would put the whole burden of taxation 
on farmers, figures out that the farm- 
ers now pay fifty per cent of the taxes, 
•while under the single tax they would 
pay a much smaller proportion, owing 
to the higher rent of city lands. Even 
conceding this, it does not follow that 
their actual taxes would be decreased, 
for il is the proposal o£ the single tax- 
ers to Increase taxes very largely, so 
that the smaller proportion of the 
larger tax would be larger absolutely. 


There Is no purpose at all to the sin- 


gle tax unless the rate is so high that 
the annual tax will equal the annual 
rent, exclusive of interest on improve- 
ment!. 
At present, land which 


rent tor only enough to pay taxes is 
considered worthless. 
The Intention 


of the single tax Is to make all land 
rent for just enough to pay taxes, with 
the avowed purpose of making all land 
worthless aa private property. 
Wher- 


ever land now retains any selling or 
renting value, taxes would nfcessarily 
be Increased on It, to destroy this 
value. 


The Stockton Mail, also, comes to the 


defence at the single tax by referring to 
the example of New Zealand, in which 
country a very Different form ol land 
tax has had the beneficent result of 
breaking up the large estates Into 
smaller holdings. But the New Zealand 
tax, far from abolishing private prop- 
erty in land, haa only sought to make 
private ownership of too large bodies of 
unproductive land unprofitable. That Is 
only the least part of the single tax in- 
tention, and its success under excep- 
tional condition* is no indication what- 
ever of' the success of the broader doe- 
trine under different conditions. 


Abbot Kinney, the Democratic candi-

cause of its historical inaccuracy. He 
points out that Maria Stuart did not 
throw herself upon the hospitality ol 
Queen Elizabeth, but fled to Englanfl 
to escape the vengeance of her Justly 
enraged subjects. Again, she murdered 
her husband, "which fact must In tin; 
minds of a modern audience, ever make 
tlifm incapable of pitying the misfor- 
tunes that fall on such a character.1 
The Professor concludes with the fol- 
lowing quotation from Carlyle, written 
forty years ago: "It (the play 'Maria 
Stuart') is upon a subject the incidents 
of which are now getting trite and the 
moral of which has little that can 
cullarly recomenu" it." 


That an historical drama is histori- 


cally correct may be quite a recommen- 
dation to theatre-goers, hut it is doubt 
ful if even ten per cent of those who 
read such an announcement in the play 
bill knov.- enough about the events 
be enacted to be able to decide whether 
they conform to history or not. Thus 
the popular Idea of Maria Stuart is 
pretty much as Schiller represented her. 
She is still a heroine and people still g* 
to see the play bearing her name in 
spite of its historical Inaccuracies and 
the dictum of Carlyle, of which th« 
majority of them never heard. 
It may 


be, as Professor Syle says, that the his- 
torical facts in the Scotch queen's Ufa 
are now well known to every educated 
person, but it ia certainly not true that 
"none other go to see such a play." Ed. 
ucated people are not numerous, and If 
the classic drama had to look to them 
alone for Jts support it would speedily 
disappear from our playhouses. 


I to not think the time will come 


very.soon when the historical dramas 
that are now fn popular favor will bei 
banished therefrom by reason of their 
inaccuracies. Attempts have been made 
to prove that Richard III. was not so 
black as he haa been painted, but we 
will not see him represented otherwise 
than as a man on whom "sin death and 
hell have set their marks." 
History 


says that Cordelia "married and lived 
happy ever after," but when we go to 
see King 
Lear we demand 
that 


she fall victim to the hatred of those 
hell-cats, her sisters. Ilrutus was un- 
doubtedly a fusion Popullct and an- 
archist, but he must not be so represen- 
ted on the stage. 
We want to see hin> 


aa 3. stern republican, who loved his 
friend Caesar, but who loved liberty 
more. 
Some Investigators declare 


that Lucretia Borgia has been greatly 
maligned, but if she were not depicted 
as the Botkin of the Renaissance we 
should look coldly upon the play. Rich- 
ard, the lion hearted, was really a ruf- 
fian and cut-throat, hut -woe to the 
OramatiBt who represented him other- 
wise than as a knight, sans peur et Sana 
reproche. The.Baatile, we are now told, 
was a model prison and people tumbled 
over each other In their anxiety to be 
committed to it, but we want it to be 
represented In a play as a place of tor- 
ture chambers and oubliettes. 


In conclusion I would say that whil* 


historical accuracy Is valuahle.it stands 
no show in the balance 
of popular 


judgment against preconceived notions 
concerning those who have played 
prominent parts in life's drama,

of the state was reckoned at 5000 cars. 
There will be a shortage of 1000 can 
on that estimate.

Memebrs who have 


been away during the summer report 
that numerous inquiries have been 
made for Fresno lands for the purpose 
of-growing citrus-"fruit for the reason 
thmt it has been learned that this lo- 
cality IB not only free from rust, hut 
also from scale, and also that the fact 
of Its ripening earlier here than else- 
where in thfr state enables growers to 
obtain better pricee. The ample water 
supply is another treat inducement to 
growers to Improve this field. Th« 
outlook for Fresno In this.line sur- 
passes any other on the coast.

over it formally have been concluded.

either side, apparently. 
At the same 


time, as a. measure of precaution, they 
are not allowed to carry arms into the 
city, although no other restriction Is 
placed upon them. 


While ail the banks nave been open 


for business for several days and moat 
of the stores are open, there are still 
many prominent merchants who have 
not yet resumed operations, apparent- 
ly hefiitatlnff until the future of the 
city and islands has been definitely de- 
termined. 


The herculean task of restoring or- 


der from the chaos due to the shiftless- 
ness of the Spaniards is slowly, but 
surely being accomplished by theAmer- 
Ican officers detailed to undertake it.

officers of customs, attention Is called 
to an opinion of the acting attorney 
general, in which it is held that there 
is no authority In existing laws under 
which consular officers of China In for- 
eign countries may Issue to Chinese 
subjects of exempt classes, the certi- 
ficates prescribed by section 6, of the 
act approved July 5,1894, relating to the 
exclusion of the Chinese.

nounced the likelihood of Mataafa be- 
ing returned to Samoa, and this will 
no doubt be done, aa the consequence 
of Malietoa lAupepa's death. Mataafa 
and Laupepa were related to each oth- 
er. Mataafa is popular in Samoa, and 
no doubt a large section of the people 
would be In favor of his appointment 
as king. 


"There are several opposing sections 


amongst the Samoan natives, one of 
the largest being headed by Tamasese, 
and it is said that each party has a 
nominee for the kingship. 
In view of 


these conflicting opinions It will be seen 
that the position of affairs in Samoa 
may again become very serious and 
that a civil war may as likely as not 
result between the rival parlies.

ter-island steamers which, by an ar- 
rangement with Admiral Dewey, had 
been anchored out in the harbor, and 
used as refuges by the various consul- 
ates, returned to their berths at the 
river quays, and after discharging their 
passengers, were ordered refitted 
for 


their former occupations pending the 
decision of the prize court as to their 
ultimate fate. 
This haa caused an 


enormous amount of traffic along the 
water front, and both'the custom house 
and captains of the port officer have 
been deluged with business for the past 
ten days. 


In accordance with the requirements 


of international law no change has as 
yet been made in the customs regula- 
tions, hence the tariff in force before 
tbe war Is still maintained, and the 
coffers of the treasury are being replen- 
ished very materially. 
It was natur- 


ally expected that under the new re- 
gime the Import duties would be con- 
siderably reduced and many merchants 
laid their plans accordingly but 
in 


aplte of exorbitant duties the demand 
BO far exceeds the supply that the mer- 
chants are only too glad to get their 
gooda through ft* fast as they arrive.

CHINESE EXCLUSION. 


Consular 
Certificates 
Will 
No 


Longer be Accepted. 


WASHINGTON, Sept 22.—The secre- 


tary of the treasury today made an Im- 
portant ruling in which he holds that 
Chinese consuls in foreign countries are 
not authorized to issue certificates to. 
privileged classes of Chinese entering 
this country. 
In an order issued to 


officers of customs, attention is called 


[ general. In which it is held that there 
is no authority In existing: laws under 
which consular officers of China in for- 
eign countries may issue to Chinese 
subjects of exempt classes, the certi- 
ficates prescribed by section 6, of the 
act approved July 5,1894. relating to the 
exclusion of the Chinese. 


Custom officers are instructed as fol- 


lows: 


"The practice which heretofore ob- 


tained of accepting such consular cer- 
tificates will be discontinued and Chin- 
ese subjects of the permitted classes 
coming into the United States from 
China must produce certificates from 
the government of China and 
those 


coming from other foreign countries In 
which they are residents, must produce 
under the treaty of 1804, the certificates 
of the government of such countries 
and not the certificates of consular, 
customs or other subordinate officers 
of China. 
All rulings heretofore made 


in conflict with the foregoing are here- 
by revoked." 


The effect of this ruling will be to 


prohibit the entry into this country of 
the privileged classes except upon 
presentation of certificates Issued by the 
imperial Chinese government.
